In Local Hospital 


A spectacular automobile crash 
last Thursday evening at Araby 
point on highway 111, will be cli­ 
maxed this afternoon at Wiefel’s 
and Son mortuary when a cor­ 
oner’s jury will hold inquest on 
the death of Mrs. Helen Mack, 
61, one of the victims of the 
crash, who expired Sunday as re­ 
sult of injuries from the acci­ 
dent. 
Injured in the same car were 
Earl Mack, husband of the de­ 
ceased, who is still at the hos­ 
pital in a critical condition, and 
Mrs. Lillian Irene Hooker. 71. 
driver of the ill-fated car. who 
is also at the hospital “in seri­ 
ous condition.” 


THE ACCIDENT was said to 
have 
occurred 
when 
the 
car 
driven by Mrs. Hooker skidded 
over on the wrong side of the 
highway and hit a car driven 
by Lt. Walter Archer who was 
driving a new Chevrolet with his 
wife as passenger. Considerable 
damage was done to the Chev­ 
rolet although neither the lieu­ 
tenant or his wife was injured. 
Mack, thought at first as not 
having a very good chance of 
surviving was said yesterday by 
hospital authorities as "pulling 
through amazingly well.” con­ 
sidering the shock and attend­ 
ant injuries involved. Main con­ 
tributing factor to Mrs. Hooker's 
confinement, hospital attendants 
said, was also shock.

lie emphasizes this is a non 
profit enterprise, so far as pri 
vate capital is concerned. 
The state then m ay turn con 
trol over to the Sttae Park Com 
mission, or let the Winter Par 
Authority continue with the prof 
its accruing to the state. 


KAISER SAID the debt for th 
proposed tram w ay, if started im 
mediatelv. should be amortize' 
by 1981.’ but revenues probabl; 
will exceed forecasts and pay foi 
the tram w ay in 20 or 25 years. 
Flotation of the bonds woull 
perm it imm ediate letting of con 
struction contracts. Coffman said 
He told the group that Bcnjami'l 
Hairless, United States Steel Corp 
board chairman, had authorize' 
expenditure by his company i: 
exploratory engineering work o' 
the tram w ay and that this figur 
probably would approach $80,000

to $10 million revenue bond issue. A lthough th e cost wu 
greatly exceed early estim ates, it was disclosed th a t tlr 
capacity of the passenger lift h a s been doubled since en 
gineering studies were first started. Most encouraging als^ 
was the report th a t traffic an d tourist studies indicatj 
that th e project, can be entirely self-liquidating. Of par 
ticular interest to the Desert Em pire w as th e predictiol 
—based on studies— th a t the tram w a y would carry mor 
people in sum m er th a n w inter. Since the g rea ter part d 
eleven million who, it h as been learned, travel highway, 
99 and 111 every year, pass th ro u g h during th e summe:

For Extra Caution 


Keep the home fires burning— 
but don't burn the home. 
That was the advice of Warren 
Heath, fire m arshal, this week in 
listing four points for home safe­ 
ty during the winter season. Said 
Heath: 
1. Place portable heaters where 
they won't be knocked over easi­ 
ly. See that they aren't placed 
against woodwork, curtains, beds 
or chairs. 
2. If you’re having difficulty 
starting a fire in a stove or fur­ 
nace. use several sheets of news­ 
paper twisted together. But never 
throw kerosene or gasoline into 
a stove to "quicken" a fire. Kero­ 
sene. when heated, can explode 
almost as violently as gasoline, 
setting fire to the house. 
3. Don’t overload electric cir­ 
cuits by plugging in too many 
heaters or other electric appli­ 
ances on one circuit. Inspect your 
electric cords. If any are frayed, 
have them replaced. 
4. Keep a m etal screen in front 
of the fireplace so that sparks 
won’t pop onto clothes, furniture, 
or rugs.

H ow About Letting Us In O n It, Too 


How about everybody getting into the 
act? 
Last week The Banning Record sug­ 
gested editorially that an easy solution 
to the county division problem would be 
to move the court house and county of­ 
fices to Banning, right in the middle of 
the county, speaking along population 
lines. The theory was that if the desert 
is dissatisfied because the county seat is 
too far away and wants to withdraw as 
a result, it would be appeased if the 
county seat were moved closer to the 
desert. And the logical conclusion of The 
Record was— Banning is the spot for it. 
One of the arguments advanced by 
the Banning editorial was that it was 
cooler in Banning than in either Riverside 
or the desert in summer time and thus, 
the city would be a good spot for efficient 
county operations. 


Now comes Beaumont. They want the 
county seat, too. Their contention is that 
Beaumont is as accessible as Banning, 
has as many highways, and is as close 
(by six miles) as Banning to the desert. 
Their clincher is that it is even cooler in 
Beaumont than in Banning in summer. 
While Beaumont and Banning are 
staging a heated controversy on a hot 
question by arguing which is the cooler, 
how about Palm Springs stepping into the 
picture? Or Indio? 
Riverside will be just as eager to set 
the court house here as in Banning or 
Beaumont and besides Palm Springs or 
Indio are nearer the desert than either 
of the pass cities. 
The only difference is that Palm 
Springs probably doesn’t want the court 
house. And really cannot enter into the 
argument about the relative coolness of 
the summers.
